Latest Foreign Intelligence. 











The last intelligence from E urope, is by the ar- 
rival of the brig Ontari 10, at Salem, in 42 days from 
England—the latest date received, is of London, 
December 7. It will be seen below, that actual 
hosulities have not yet commenced between France 
and Spain, a disposition being evinced to try the 
effects of negociation. 

Verona, November 26, 1822. 
| The congress is at length finally dissolved. The 
powers wh. are most impatient for war, with Spain, 
have consented to try the effect of negociation be- 
fore they commence their grand crusade. An offi- 
cial remonstrance either has been or will be im- 
mediately dispatched to the Cabinet of Madrid, de- 
manding such an alteration in the Constitutional 
system, as will at least render it analogous to that 
of Portugal, end place the Crown beyond the reach 
ot popular control. In the case of refusal, Russia, 
Austria and Prussia will give their fullest sanction 
to the hosulities which the Ultras of France are so 
anxious to Commence = and there is no coubt that 
the Army of Observation will soon cross the frontier. 

England will not under such circurstonces, be- 

come a party to the measure, for she sanctions the

In THE Sr NATE, the bill to abolish 1 impri isonment 
| for debt, continues to be the prominent subject of 
| discussion. No question has yet been taken on the 

main principle, or any of the incidental proposi- 
tions; and of course no decisive opinion can be 
‘formed of the fate of the measure in that body — 
| Nor can any satisfictory indications of the issue be 
gathered trom the « ourse of the discussion, as both 
sides of the quesvton are maintained with great 
ability, though the advocates of the bill have, so far, 
out numbered its opponents. The interest of the 
subject, and the talents engaged in the debate, have 
| attracted to the Senate, crowded auditories ior se- 
veral days. 

Naval Establishment.—The Report of the Sec- 
retary of tue Navy, on the Peace establishment, 
recommends, among other things, the creation of 
one Rear Admiral, five Commodores, twenty five 
Captains, thirty Masters Commancants one hune 
dred and ninety Lieutenants, twenty Sailing Mas- 
ters, four hundred Midshipmen, thirty-five Sure 
geons, forty-five Mates, forty Pursers, six Chap- 
lains, twenty Boatswains. erent Gunners, fifteen 
Carpenters, fifteen Sailing Masters au others, not 
exceeding three thousand five hundred. It also 
recommends that the officers be paid a certain sum 
per annum. The Secretary calculates that by the 
adoption of this plan, the expence of the naval es- 
tablishment will be reduced about $90,000 per an- 
num. 

It also states that as the Peace establishment of 
the Marine Corps, was fixed by the act of March, 
1817, and no alteration being deemed necessary, 
no other plan had been prepared to accompany the 
report. 

Post-Office Defartment.—The bill reported in 
the House of Representatives to regulate the Pust- 
Office establishment, resembles, a good deal, the 
bill of the last Session, which passed the House of 
Representatives, and was rejected in the Senate.— 
The most important part of the bill is that which 
proposes to cause the commissions of all postmas- 
ters to expire within this year, and to make ail fu- 
ture appointments to be for a term of four years— 
when the same person may be re-appointed provi- 
ded they are not in arrears to government. It pro- 
poses «:so to take away the right of franking from 
all the executive officers, except the heads of de- 
partments.
